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HOBACK 


Students,  parents  and  teachers, 
all  have  definite  opinions  of  Boulder 
High  School,  but  possibly  the  person 
most  capable  of  judging  the  school  is 
its  principal,  Mr.  Hoback.  Having 
been  here  only  two  years,  he  posses- 
ses the  objectivity  to  see  the  good 
and  bad  points  of  Boulder  High  and 
is  in  a  position  to  do  something 
about  them.  Here  are  his  thoughts 
about  the  school,  its  students,  fac- 
ulty and  the  community  as  a  whole. 

INTERVIEWER:  What  has  been 
your  previous  teaching  experience 
and  how  do  the  students  at  Boulder 
High  compare  with  those  you  first 
taught? 

MR.  HOBACK:  It's  rather  difficult 
to  compare.  I  taught  Junior  English 
and  World  History  for  three  years 
in  what  would  be  considered  a  ghetto 
school  in  Albuquerque,  New  Mexico 
with  a  heterogeneous  mixture  of  stu- 
dents. I  also  taught  one  year  at  the 
College  of  Education  in  Albuquerque. 
Boulder  is  more  affluent,  more  homo- 
geneous, more  uptight.  People  here 
take  education  more  seriously. 


INTERVIEWER:  Is  Boulder  High 
unique  in  any  way? 

MR.  HOBACK:  I  hope  Boulder  High 
will  become  more  unique.  I  think  it 
now  has  some  unique  features.  The 
quality  of  the  students  and  faculty 
are  unique.  The  faculty  is  significant-

The  students  come 
from  intellectually  oriented  families. 
We  are  increasingly  getting  a  better 
mixture  of  students  which  I  think 
improves  education. 

INTERVIEWER:  Does  Boulder 
High  have  its  own  personality? 

MR  HOBACK:  I  think  there  is  a 
tremendous  friendliness  at  Boulder 
High.  I  think  Boulder  High  students 
strive  less  because  Boulder  is  a  com- 
fortable existence.  One  of  the  big 
differences  from  Albuquerque  is  I 
was  used  to  rough  shod  stuff.  We 
expected  rumbles  after  games  and 
had  bloodshed.  I  couldn't  get  over 
the  fact  that  at  the  Fairview  game 
this  year  and  last  year  everyone  went 
out  the  same  gate.  At  previous 
schools  crowds  never  mixed  at  all. 
Boulder  is  much  more  peaceful. 

INTERVIEWER:  How  well  does 
Boulder  High  prepare  its  students 
for  the  future? 

MR.    HOBACK:    Academically    we 


INTERVIEWER:  What  are  your  fu- 
ture plans  for  Boulder  High? 

MR.  HOBACK:  I  feel  we  urgently 
need  to  take  measures  to  humanize 
and  individualize  education.  I  want 
faculty  and  students  to  work  together 
to  develop  new  programs.  We  need 
more  flexibility  and  paths  need  to  be 
expanded.  The  first  thing  is  evalua- 
tion of  students  achievement  restrict- 
ed by  a  Carnegie  unit.  All  the  unit 
measures  is  the  time  spent  in  the 
class.  It  doesn't  say  anything  about 
what  is  accomplished  and  learned. 
We  must  break  that  barrier.  We  can 
break  it  by  getting  our  classes  plan- 
ned on  paper  saying  what  will  be 
covered  in  class.  I  envision  a  day 
when  Valedictorians  will  be  persons 
who  have  completed  the  most  units 
on  a  pass-fail  basis.  I  think  we  have 
made  the  first  step.
